RAISING TURKEYS. 


A F«-«- Hlnt« a* to Tbelr Proper Care. 


Information For th* Beginner. 
If a beginner, select tlti-e or four of 


the best shaped heus you can n;id in a 
targe nock and mate to a gobbler from 
tnother flock that is not i elated to the 
hens. Never inbreed turkeys. If you 
raise, any youujr birde at all from the 
iutr^d stock, they will be worthless as 
breeder* for tne next season. As to the 
t£c nf Mrecdiug stock, ycarlms and tAro- 
year-old heus produce the most vigor- 
»us offbprmg, ziud hens of that age 'will 
lay more eg^ in a season than older 
birds. Feeding the breeding stock has 
everj thing to do with the number of 
eggs laid and their fertility. Feed very 
sparingly of jjiaiu, as fat turkejs do 
not lay fertile eggs nor many of any 
kind. 
Give little or no com to tlic 


breeders. Buckwheat will keep them 
In better condition, and cut clover is 
very good. A head of cabbage is greatly 
relishud by them and is one of the best 
things you can feed them through the 
winter months. Give them all the grit 
they can eat once a week. Keep your 
turliej s as tame as possible; .they are 
easier t,aied for and will not wander so 
far away. Do not keep turkeys wuh or 
near other poultry. Do not let them 
run around the barnyard or farm build- 
ings, aud keep them away from stag- 
nant pools of water. 


An open shed with wire netting 


front facing the south and situated in 
an upland pasture makes an ideal 
place for raising turkeys. May 15 is 
early enough to hatch the first poults 
'* the northern states. The ground is 
generally very cold and damp previous 
to tlwt time. Feed the yt>ua6- for the 
first time when thirty-six hours old, 
and the first food should be grit in 
some form. 
Seashells make the best 


kind of grit for the young, and crushed 
clam shells are very good wliea the 
turkeys are four months old or older. 
Mie young should have but very little 
water until after they are two months 
ol<L I have raised 75 per cent of a 
(lock of young turkeys to maturity 
that did not have a drop of water un- 
til they were over a month old. A tea- 
spoonful of Douglas mixture added to 
erery quart of drinking water is very 
nenefici.il. 
It prevents cholera and 


diarrhea and Is a great help in de- 
etrojiug tapeworms. Tapeworms kill 
more turkerj* than most people bme 
any ivloa of 
Ground pumpkin seeds 


mixed with their food are as good a 
remedy as I have ever tried for tape- 
worms 
Cleanliness in e%ery way is 


absolutely 
necessary. 
Remove 
the 


droppings at least three times a week. 
Always cover the dropping boards 
with road dust or dry earth. Have a 
dust box five or six feet square and 
a foot deep, with a roof or cover that 
will keep out all storm. A good dust 
box is of untold value in keeping down 
lice. • Lice are sure death to young 
turkey, and e^ery means of keeping 
them down must be used. See that the 
sitters are free from them, and dust 
three or four times while Incubating 
with some good insect powder. Re- 
Heiubcr that you cau easily overfeed 
'.he young ones, and that means death 
to them. In a good &rs season Insects 
are always plenty, and the young tur- 
keys need no feed at all after the first 
week.-"H. M. P." in Rural New 
Yorker.

Jost as it should be—streets wide, .wall 
puvtHl and clean, with no overhead 
vires aud uusigbtl/ billboards and 
public buildings perfect iu their ar- 
rangements—will be a feature of the 
coming St. Louis exposition. 
There 


will be no crooked, badly paved thor- 
oughfares and no fire trap buildings. 
Streets will be lighted with the latevt 
improvements, and the police and fire 
protection will be arranged with the 
idea of teaching lessons to the towns 
and cities. 


Upon a circular Inclosed space the 


town will be boilt, three type* of 
street planning being used, which. In 
their combination, are thought to otTor 
the best and most potentially beautiful 
ground plan, says the Philadelphia 
Times. These are the radial, circular 
and gridiron types. Tbe circular boule- 
vard, so often seen in tbe old world 
cities, will be laid around the town, 
one-half of it being laid out as a part: 
road, properly planted. Tbe other hai/ 
of tbe boulevard will be used for ex> 
hibition purposes. In the center of th» 
park road will be the railroad stat^w 
on a square just touching tbe outer 
edge of the boulevard. 
Extending 


from this open entrance to tbe towi 
at a slight upward grade will U» a 
broad, well paved street, ending IB a 
plaza. 


This plara will be the -official as wvk! 


as the actual center. Around it w!U 
•* tb* group of public buildings. tUt 
-aunty courthouse, the town hall, U*» 
toatoflice. Tbe plaza will be laid out 
wUh unusual care and in such a way 
that It and tbe surrounding structures 
will form a harmonic whole. 


As the streets are to form one of tbe 


main parts of the exhibit, they will be 
used to illustrate the principles of 
municipal art. They will have good 
pavements &nd gutters, smooth side- 
walks and will be kept spotlessly 
clean. There will be no overhead 
wires, no waste paper and refuse, no 
billboards. Street signs will be plain 
and perfectly legible. Tbe lights will 
be simple and dignified. There may 
even be scats along tbe way. 


Not only will the promoters attempt 


to show what ought to be avoided in 
making a town beautiful, but they will 
make use of only the most artistic 
furnishings la hydrants, mail boxes, 
refuse receptacles, tbe lighting appa- 
ratus and the public convenience sta- 
tions.

DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


Hctbod and Cont of Bnrninir It In 


While the accumulation of refuse in 


tbe smaller towns has JitA so great a 
tearing on public health as la tbe 
lArger towns nod cities neatness nnd 
cleanliness are always desirable. «>d 
many diseases are directly tiuced N» 
carelessness in this matter. Typhoid 
fever is considered by scientists as a 
filth disease. Ignorance and stupidity 
are often responsible for outbreaks of 
disease in localities that with trifling 
care in tbe disposition of sink drains 
and garbage would never have oc- 
curred. Kitchen refuse thrown In a 
heap in the back yard, theie to fester 
and rot. is always a dangerous neigh- 
bor. What cannot be burned should 
be disposed of in a manner that will 
preclude the possibility of its becom- 
ing a menace to public health. 


The refuse in the district of Baling, 


adjacent to London, which has a popu- 
lation of 25,000, Is barueil hi n patent 
"destiuctor" wnioh has four colls, it 
has a chimney 143 fret in height. Tlie 
fuel used is a fine coke, and the quan- 
tity consumed costs 37 cents a duy. 
The cost of the destructor was $10.000. 
Ijle quantity of refuse burned Is G.120 

Thfe'hcat frooi the de- 
ttructor is utilised by,u boiler supply- 
ing steam for an engine which drives 
the lime .mixing machines uud clay

Make a thin 
starch of three pounds of rice flour 
and one pound of strong glue, having 
first soakt'd the glue in cold water, and 
to the latter mixture add two pounds 
of whiting. Add this to the lime wash 
nnd also sufficient hot water to dlhite 
to the proper consistency. Keep hot 
while applying. It will require about 
six quarts of the mixture to 100 square 
feet of surface, and it may be made 
any color desired.

It wss with much enthnsiasES that 


fbe Canadian corermnent three years 
«go w^comed the SJXX) 
iFbo had been practically exiled from 
Boaala. The people wiare known as a 
Ixanalesa. industrious class of religious 
enthusiasts who h*d been rek-ntlessly 
persecuted by the czar because of tbeir 
refusal to enter the Russian army and 
to recognise the established Russian 
church. The Dominion gwernment re- 
eeiTed them with open ,arms and set 
Mide for their use a large tract of fer- 
tile land in Assiniboia, some 200 miles 
north of Winnipeg. 


But now th* Canadians wish the 


Donkbobot* were somewhere else.

—anywhere out of the Doeainion. Yet 
the Ik>ukhobora are Just as harmless 
as before. They are, however, indus- 
trious no longer. Alwaj s deeply reli- 
Ckras, they have abandoned work alto- 
gether and are now devoting them- 
•elves entirely to the mad business of 
religions fanaticism. Stirred by a sud- 
denly developed mania, almost the en- 
tire eoiony have left their settlements 
and set out on what thejrincoherently 
assert to be a. '"search for Ijesus." 


It Is most surprising -wbat perplexi- 


ties this unexpected move of the Douk- 
hobors has brought to the Dominion 
authorities. If one mam, ttfarts out to 
tramp along the highway, praying in 
the fence corners and refostog to work, 
he may be locked up. 
JL .dozen men 


might be treated in the same way or 
even a hundred, but whew 5,000 to 
8,000 individuals leave their bwmes and 
go wandering about on a vugue and 
fanatical errand the problem -becomes 
complex. 


The D«wkhobors came fromtthe Ru» 


•ian Caucasus, to which they rwere ex- 
iled by the Russian government early 
in the present century.

of SOE.C neighbor ihat he knew was 
reading a i*>ultry paper and had been 
successful with poultry in the past as 
to what was the cause of his hens not 
laying, gl\ ing a description of diseases 
that were attacking them. 


At another place we saw a poultry 


house that was good enough for a 
dwelling. There was enough extra and 
unnecessary expense on it to have built 
another good, comfortable house. Some 
breeders seem to have the idea that 
they must have a two or three hundred 
dollar house if they have been success- 
ful at some of the shows in securing a 
first prr/£ and placing a value on some 
of their birds from ?25 to ?100. A 
twenty-five dollar house will protect a 
one hundred dollar bird just as com- 
fortably as a two hundred dollar house. 


On the othsff hand, some have the 


Idea that most any old thing will do 
for chickens and never prepare for 
them; consequently they never receive 
anything In return. It would be very 
difficult to give a definite plan for a 
poultry house that would suit all poul- 
trymen and circumstances, as advan- 
tages and disadvantages of locations 
would necessarily call for a variation 
of plans. But the houses most gener- 
ally used among the average class of 
Voultrymen is the single and double 
tolony plan. We have the double colo- 
ny and single colony, and to say which 
Is best is utterly impossible, as both 
are good. 


For the double colony house we make 


them 10 by 30 feet, with a fourteen foot 
scratching shed in the center, which 
gives us a 10 by 11 foot house on each 
end. Roost poles are placed in the 
east end, and nests, grit and charcoal 
boxes are placed in the west end. Wo- 
say east and west end because we al- 
ways have our houses facing the south. 
The studding in rear of building is 
eight feet, and the front studding is 
twelve feet. This house can be built 
for §20, all finished up in good shape. 


The single colony plan is Just the 


same, only cutting off laying room on 
west end. The single colony we use 
principally for young stock in the fall. 
Those houses will "be found the cheap- 
est of any houses built anrt arc dura 
ble. Fifty hens can be wintered IP 
them with satisfactory results. We 
ne\er place more than iifty hens ir 
them unless it is for a short time, then 
we bouietlnies place 100 hens or more 
In them, but for winter quarters liftj 
aeus are enough. The roost polcH ii 
these houses are placed about thirtj 
inches above the floor.—J. C. Cllpp ir 
Poultry Keeper.

Uhf 
fervor of their religious meetings in 
creased and their interest in cropa dl 
miijished. Then, from some part of 
Russia, probably from Siberia, ouiueau 
eloquent fanatic with a "special revolu- 
tion." He appeared barefoot, unkempt 
of hair and in a coarse garb. He wu» 
iwild eyed and strong of voice. He in 
etituted a series of weird ceremonies IB 
which be harangued the creduloiu 
Doultbobors. He told tbi-m it \vds not 
enough for them to live the life of non 
resistance.

coarse, sharp sand. The discovery of 
this sand led to the opening of a bed 
and the destruction of the hill. Gradu- 
ally the excavation had undermined 
the meadow, and the thick, fibrous 
roots of the alfalfa plants have formed 
very pretty draperies for the cave. 
Mr. Worker at considerable trouble un- 
dertook to save the system of a finely 
developed plant and succeeded per- 
fectly. 


Tracing: the X-«nc Taproot. 


After clearing: the sand from the 


great mass of fibrous roots at the low- 
est extremity, be followed the taproot 
straight up to the stratum of conglom- 
erate, which had to be broken up w-ith 
a sledge hammer. Tlirougb this ada- 
mantine crust the root bad managed to 
penetrate in a zigzag course for six 
Inches until the sand was reached. Ex- 
cept for the crinkling of the root in this 
part it is not otherwise deformed by 
this rocky soil.' Having once found its 
way through, it continued to expand 
and make roam for itself. The diame- 
ter is quite uniform from the surface 
}f the ground to a point about eleven 
eet in the earth and is the size of an 
>rdinary lead pencil. At that point the 
bushing habit begins, and the remain- 
ng five feet is siost accurately de- 
cribed as a long and heavy horse tail.

PIG PORK.

The day of the four-year-old steer is 
past. Xo up to date stockman thinks 


these days of rapid growth of feed- 


ing a steer after he has passed his thlr- 
Lieth month. In the same way the big 
hog of 300 to 500 pounds weight has 
also disappeared. 
A young animal 


makes its most rapid growth during 
the first days of its existence. The 
rate of growth decreases gradually 
with age. The secret of success in 
swine raising, then, -is to sell the ani- 
mal as soon as it ceases to convert 
feed into flesh with pi out This means, 
of course, a quick maturing type, and 
the result is "pig pork." The pig has 
been forced by a sort of hothouse proc- 
ess to make at 200 pounds a close Imi- 
tation of a fully matured hog, just as 
baby beof has by special development 
and selection been made to taka the 
place of the ripened steer. Keep no 
pigs during the winter months except 
for breeding purposes. Sows should 
farrow in March or April, and with 
their litters well protected against in- 
clement weather they will get a good 
start, so that the husky little wean- 
lings will go on summer pastures in 
tine order. 
What Send* a Little Pig to Market. 


Good pastures should be the piece de 


resistance of young porkers' diet, with 
middlings and skimmilk on tho side, 
garnished with charcoal, and don't for- 
got thnt a pig takes water like a duck. 
A most successful pig feeder in St. 
Louis county has a cloan pond where 
pigs may swim and cool themselves, 
but they are always clean. Finish off 
Mr. Porker with a little corn and put 
the money he brings in your Christ- 
mas stocking. Then you will know 
what Mother Goose meant when she 
handed down the classic line, "This lit- 
tle pig went to market." Most farmers 
will want to raise two litters a year, 
but if cost of production is carefully 
followed up the spring farrows will 
undoubtedly pay best if they are kept 
growing.— Kural World.

CIDER AND VINEGAR. 


To Keep the Former Street 


Make the Latter Strong-. 


To keep elder sweet it should to* 


made of good apples, as late as possi- 
ble, be carefully strained to remove all 
pomace, "etc., allowed to settle for a 
day or two and then barreled and k;ept 
aa cool as possible, giving no more 
vent than Is necessary, says a New 
England Homestead writer. As soon 
as the first fermentation is over bung 
tightly. 'Keep cool and expose to the 
air as little as possible. Cider can b« 
kept perfectly sweetly scalding and 
skimming and bottling and sealing 
tightly while hot The keeping of cider 
with preservatives and antiseptics "Ia 
another matter and directions should 
be obtained from the manufacturers. 


The conditions for making vinegar of 


tider are the opposite of those fo* 
keeping the cider sweet Heat and ex- 
posure to the air ore what produce 
the change from sour c^r to vinegar. 
Put the cider ir,i.o barrels. * Those 
which have been used for vinegar be- 
fore are preferable. Fill them about 
two-thirds full and put in a warm 
place, with a temperature of 80 to 90 
degrees. Leave out the bung so the 
B.ir can get in. A piece of mosquito 
netting con be placed over the bung- 
hole. A low shed ia a good place In 
summer, and near the furnace in .win- 
ter.

Factory and Home Practice. 
' 


Very large factories generally u«e 


generators filled with beech shavings^ 
through which the liquid is allowed to 
drip slowly. Good winter apples will 
make vinegar strong enough for all 
uses If properly treated, btit very early, 
apples usually give thin, watery elder, 
which requires mixing with stronger 
cider or, the addition of sugar or mo- 
lasses. For family use a good way i« 
to put a large barrel containing a small 
quantity of good, strong cider in a 
warm place and every week or two add 
« small quantity of sour cider. In thia 
way a supply of vinegar can be had all 
the time. 


Keeping Root* and Cabbage. 


Beeta keep well buried in pits like 


potatoes, less covering being required, 
and carrots also. Parsnips may be 
left in the ground where grown, dig- 
ging «upplies in mild weather. Freez- 
ing is not injurious to them, but rather 
beneficial, increasing the sweetness., 
Cabbage usually keeps well in double 
tows, heads inverted, covering lightly 
with straw, then some soil on top, but 
not more than will nearly cover the up- 
turned roots.

A shed twenty feet square will afford

An Old Question With Renewed Im- 


portance This Season. 


The excessive rains and cool weather 


of the growing season of 1902 have se- 
riously curtailed the corn crop. In this 
juncture it is suggested tuat apple 
pomace be ensiled and fed during the 
coming winter as a supplement to corn 
Silage or corn fodder. The experience 
of four years with apple pomace silage 
at the Vermont station, using over 
twenty eows, is a unit in affirming the 
nearly equivalent, if not, indeed, quite 
equivalent, feeding values of apple 
pomace and corn silage. 
Xo undesir- 


able results whatsoe\ er have followed 
its use. Cows continuously and hearti- 
ly fed have not shrunk, but, on the 
contrary, have held up their milk ilows 
remarkably well. 
Neither does the 


milk nor" the butter seem injured m 
any respect. 
Inasmuch, however, as 


reports of severe shrinkage occurring 
roincident with the use of apple pom- 
ace are current, care is advised in feed- 
ing it at the outset. 


"Why Xot Try it? 


Apple pomace needs no special care 


in ensiling. 
If leveled from time to 


time as put into the silo and left to it- 
self uncovered and unweighted, it docs 
well. Fifteen pounds a day per cow 
lias been fed at this station with entire 
satisfaction. 
In brief, apple pomace 


makes as much milk as (loos corn si- 
lage, makes as rich milk as does corn 
eilage and makes as good butter as 
does corn silage. It is readily eaten by 
cows, it keeps well in the silo, and it 
will help out the winter's feeding.—J. 
L. Hills, Vermont.

Fnll and Winter Lettuce. 


Lettuce has become recognized more 


as a fall, winter and spring ciop than 
a summer, and it is extensively used 
because of its nppeaiancp iu the mar- 
ket when most other vegetables are 
out of season. The south, easat and 
west are engaged iu raising lettuce, 
and it is supplied to the markets froiu 
early fall to late spring. There is In- 
deed no better paying crop if one can 
supply fresh tender lettuce at a season 
when the market is not glutted, but 
lettuce must be tender ami not coarse. 
It Is necessary that It should grow 
rapidly from the start. Slow growth 
makes the leaves coarse and unpalata- 
ble. 
This can best be accomplihhcd by 


raising the seed in boxes or cold 
frames and then by transplant lug later 
to a highly enriched open garden. In 
the fall of course it must be raised al- 
most entirely under glass frames, but 
as the crop N a quick grower this can 
be done until very-Into In the season. 
It is even possible to raise lotttire In 
winter under glass where HhoHciing 
bulfdlngs keep out the cold. The plants 
need to IMS protected from frost, hit 
otherwise they can endure quite a low 
temperature,—American Cultivator.

amendment to the T'nited States con- 
stitution, and worked with the JJa 
tional Suffrage association to Induce 
congress to give her sex the tight to 
voto. Between 1870 and 3SSO she lec- 
tured rnora than a hundred times a 
year in aU of the northern and some of 
the southern states.
